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Inclination) and that Table , and the Latitude of the place, 
he can find the Longitude of any place in world. 

By that Table alio he finds Mr. Rob. Normans Incliaation a 
which he fouad ^1576} and can fhew,what will be the grea- 
teji aod leajl Inclination of thelnclinatory Needle in any La - 
tttude in the world. 

He hath four Examples offinding the Longitude by the help 
of the Inclinatory Needle ; one at Balfora in Eaft-India in 
the year 165-7. Another at Cape Charles, on the coaft 
of Virginia before that time. The third, at the Cape of 
Good Hope. The fourth, at the Straights of Magellan.

An Extraft of a Letter written by Mr. John Templer June 
16. 1673. containing fome Ohfervations upon a pleafant way 
of catching Carps. 

O N Thurfday laft, Sir Juftinian Ijham invited 
me to walk with him to his Filh.ponds, and to 
fee a boy throw out Carps with his hands at any time in the 
heat of theday. 1 faw four very large ones, that the boy 
took. His way W3sthis.- He waded into the Pond, and then 
returning to the fides, he would grope them out in the Sedg 
or weeds, and, tickling them with his fingers under the bel¬ 
ly, quickly remove his fi lgers to their gills , and 
throw them out upon the land. And this he did not in a nar¬ 
row but large'pond, of half an Acre of ground, or rather 
an Acre.In which pradtife I muftnotetwoor three thiogs,that 
fe. m obfervable to me 5 

1. Carps (and I fuppofe all othrr filh that keep near the 
bottom) keep alwayes in a fhoal, although happily there may 
fee more than one company, anfwerable to the difference 
of their Sexes 5 as in Deer at fome feafons. 

2. When they move from one place to another, they rai/e 
the mud in the heat of the day $ and you may eafily obferve, 

what 
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What road they travel, by the muddy tinGure near the bot* 
tom of the water, and that fo certainly as you cannot eafily 
mils of covering the greateft part of them 4 with a caft-nct; 
as I have formerly been (hewn by Mr. Ferdinando Fulton of 
Z>ethorough, 

j. (What I would mod obferve ■, ) The boy knows, when 
he is upon the Carps layer (if I may ufe that term,) by the 
warmth of the water* and when he hods that heat in the wa¬ 
ter, though he neither fee nor fee! any Carps (in the middle 
of the pond,) he immediately repairs to thefides to purfuchis 
game* I am, &c. 

An eafs rosy of raijtng Fruit-treer to what numbers any dejires ; 
communicated to the PubltJberj by Mr. Lewi sof totnam High- 
croft, 

T Ake a piece of the root of any Apple-tree or Pear-tree, 
&c, about fix inches long, and tongue-graft a graft of 
ad applCornear ioto the root. The way of Tongue-grafting 
is, to cat t&e root Hoping about one inch, and the graft Ho* 
ping in like manner one inch; cutting both very finooth. Then 
dcavethe root and the graft like wife about one inch, and en¬ 
ter them into one an other, that the fop of the graft may joyn 
to the fop of the root as much as you can. Lap the joynted 
place about with a little hemp or flax-hurdsj fet the root lo 
grafted into the ground about ten or twelve inches deep, fo 
as the joynt may be covered at leaft four inches under the 
earth, that it may uot be bared at any time, but kept moift by 
the Earth. 

The root you graft upon, muft not be lets than your graft; 
itisnoinceovenience, if it is bigger; then you can joyn the 
fipof the graft and root only onrorve fide. It isbeft that the 
root and the graft be of the fame bigneis 3 then they will joyn 
on both fides: But there is no need you fliould be critical. 

It is not neceiiaiy,theChraft fliould be of one years growth: 
Tour Graft may be any fair (freight branch, as big as a mans- 
ftoger, five orfix foot long, provided the root be proportion 
cable.
